JN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  whom  I  humbly 
adore,  to  whom  I  offer  up  perpetual 
Thankfgiving,  and  to  the  Order  of 
whofe  Providence  I  am  chearfully 
refigned.  This  is  the  Laft  Will  and  Teftament  of 
me,  Henry  Saint  John*  in  the  Reign  of  Queen

Ann,  and  by  her  Grace  and  Favour  Vifcount  Bo-t 
lingbroke,  after  more  than  Thirty  Yea«  Profcrip- 
tion,  and  after  the  immenfe  Lofles  I  have  fuftained 
by  unexpected  Events  ill  the  Courfe  of  it;  by  the 
Injuftice  and  Treachery  of  Perfons  neareft-  to  me  ; 
by  the  Negligence  of  Friends*  and  by  the  Infidelity 
of  Servants  j  as  my  Fortune  is  fo  reduced  at  this 
Time,  that  it  is  impofllble  for  me  to  make  fuch 
Difpoftion,  and  to  give  fuch  ample  Legacies  as  I 
always  intended,  I  content  therefore  to  give  as- 
follows  : 

My  Debts,  and  the  Expences  of  my  Burial  in  a ' 
decent  and  private  Manner  at  Batferfea,  in  the 
Vault  where  my  laft  Wife  lies,  being  firft  paid, 
I  give  to  William  Cbetwynd  of  Stafford,  Efq;  and 
Jofeph  Taylor  of  the  Inner-Temple,  London^  Efqj 
my  two  aftured  Friends,  each  of  them  One  Hun- 
dred Guineas  to  be  laid  out  by  them,  as  to  each  of 
them  fhali  feem  beft  in  fome  Memorial,  as  the 
Legacy  of  their  departed  Friend,  and  I  conftitute 
them  Executors  of  this  my  Will.  The  Diamond 
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Ring  wiiich  I  wear  upon  my  Finger,  I  give  to 
my  old  and  long  approved  Friend  the  Marquis  of 
Mat/gnon,  and  after  his  Deceafe,  to  his  Son  the 
Count  de  Gace,  that  I  may  be  kept  in  the  Re- 
membrance of  a  Family  whom  I  love  and  honour 
above  all  others. 

It  em, 'I  give  to  my  faid  Executors,  the  Sum 
of  Four  Hnndred  Pounds  in  Truft,  to  place  out 
-the  fame  in  fome  of  the  Pablick  Funds,  or  Govern- 
•merit  Securities,  or  any  other  Securities  as  they 
fliall  think  proper,  and  to  pay  the  Intereft  or  In- 
come thereof,  to  Francis  Arbontau  my  Valet  dj 
-Chambre*  and  Ann  his  Wife,  and  the  Survivor  of 
them ;  and  after  the  Deceafe  of  the  Survivor  of 
them,  if  their  Son  John  Arboneau  (hall  be  living, 
and  under  the  Age  of  Eighteen  Years,  to  pay  the 
faid  Intereft  or  Income  to  him,  until  he  (hail  at- 
tain his  faid  Age,  and  then  to  pay  the  principal 
Money,  or  affign  the  Securities  for  the  fame  to  him  j 
but  if  he  fliall  not  be  living  at  the  Deceafe  of  his 
Father  and  Mother,  or  fliall  afterwards  die  before 
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his  faid  Age  of  Eighteen  Years,  in  either  of  the 
faid  Cafes,  the  faid  Principal  Sum  of  Four  Hundred 
Pounds,  and  the  Securities  for  the  fame,  {hall  fink 
into  my  Ptrfonal  Eftate,  and  be  accounted  Part 
thereof* 

Item,  I  give  to  my  two  Servants  Marianne 
fribon  and  Remi  Charnet  commonly  called  Ticardy 
each  One  Hundred  Pounds,  and  to  every  other  Ser- 
vant living  with  me  at  the  Time  of  my  Deceafe, 
and  who  fhall.  have  lived  me  Two  Years  or  lon- 
ger, I  give  One  Years  Wagers  more  than  what  fhall; 
be  due  to  them  at  my  Death.

From  the  Right  Hon.  the 

Lord  Vifcount/fo///^r0J^, 

To  a  NOBLE  PEER,

Giving  his  REASONS  for  Leaving  the 
Kingdom  in  March  1715. 

My  LORD,  Dover,  March  17,  1715. 

Left  the  Town  fo  abruptly,  that  I  had 
not  Time  to  take  leave  of  You,  or  any 
of   my  Friends.     You  will  exeufe  me, 
\vhen  You  know,  that  I  had  certain  and  repeated 
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Informations,  from  fome,  who  are  in  the  Secret  of 
Affairs.;  that  a  Rcfolution  was  taken  by  thofe, 
who  have  Power  to  execute,  to  puriue  me  to  <hc 
Scaffold.  My  Blood  was  to  have  been  the  Cement 
of  a  New  Alliance  5  nor  cou'd  my  Innocence  be 
any  Security,  after  it  had  once -been  demanded  from 
Abroad,  and  refolvcd  on  at  Home ;  that  it  was 
neceflary  to  cut  me  Off.  Had  there  been  the  leaft 
Reafon  to  hope  for  a  fair  and  open  Tryal,  after 
having  been  already  Prejudged,  unheard,  by  the 
two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  I  fhould  -not  have  de- 
clined the  ftrideft  Examination.  I  challenge  the 
moil  inveterate  of  my  Enemies,  to  produce  any 
one  Inftance  of  Criminal  Correfpondence,  or  the 
leaft  Corruption,  in  any  Part  of  the  Adminiftratioa 
in  which  I  was  concerned.  If  my  Zeal  for  the 
Honour  and  Dignity  of  my  Royal  Miftrefs,  and  the 
true  Intereft  ©f  my  Country,  has  any  where  tran- 
fported  me,  to  let  flip  a^  warm  or  .unguarded  Ex- 
preflion ;  I  hope  the  mofl  favourable  Interpretation 
will  be  put  upon  it.  It  is  a  Comfort,  that  will 
t-emain  with  me  in  all  Misfortunes,  that  I  ferved

Her  Majefly  faithfully  and  dutifully,  in  that  efpe- 
daily,  which  fhe  had  moft  at  Heart,  relieving  Her 
People  from  a  bloody  and  expenfive  War;  and 
that  I  have  always  been  too  much  an  Englift>manr 
to  facrifice  the  Intereft  off  my  Country,  to  any 
Foreign  Ally  whatfoever.  And  it  is  for  this  Crime 
only,  that  I  am  now  driven \  from  thence..
